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INIRODUCTION 



This it a final raport for tha projact, "A Propoaal for the Batabliahaent 
of a Stata Coordinating Unit for Occupational Reaaarch and Devalopnent" , 
Contract No. (W-5-85*116. Tha original projact vaa funded under Section 
4(c) of the Vocational Education Act of 1963 > to ha in operation froa 
Juna 1, 1965, until NovMiber 30, 1966. Dua to prohleaa encountared in 
aacuring ataff, tha progran did not bagin oparation until Juna 1, 1966, 
and the original grant pariod was axtanded until Juna 30, 1967. 

Tha major functiona of tha Raaaarch Coordinating Unit are those of coor- 
dination, diaaenination, consultation and atiaulation of reaaarch related 
to vocational education. The original proposal listed the folloving 
specific activities which the Unit would perform to accomplish the general 
functions: 

Location of rasaarch and devalopment daaling with or ralating ^o 
occupational education in all fialds of vocational education. 

Ptaparation of synopsas of rasults of occupational rasaarch and 
devalopment and of that which ralatas to occupational education. 

Compilation of annotated bibliographies of occupaticnal research 
and devalopment and related nmterials arranged by inherent topics. 

Dissemination of prepared materials through cumulat iva ralaases as 
a means of astablishing continuous contact with Stata and local 
staffs and individuals and agancies. 

Dissemination of annotated bibliographies to State and local staffs 
involved with occupation/^1 education, to groups and individuals 
considering fonsulation of investigations, to personnel working in 
related fields. 

Dissemination, statewide, to supervisors, classroom caachers, school 
administrators, school trustees, counselors, teacher educators, or 
compilations of rasults of occupational research and devalopment in 
meaningful and applicable terms. 

Compilation of a graphic master chart of information about occupa- 
tional education that the Unit has drawn together. This master 
chart will serve for reference, and in addition, as information 
appears, for tha purpose of advising, counseling, stimulating the 
initiation of investigations and developmental experimentation 
that will yield information, shown by the master-chart method, to 
be lacking.

1. To locate and diaacainata raaaarch findinga ralatad to voca- 
tional adneation. 

Tha following action waa undartakan in order to facilitate 
efficient and effective atorage and retrieval of reaearch 
reporta: 

1. A trip waa aade to Oregon to view the HODIX ayataai developed 
by the Oregon Reaearch Coordinating Unit. Blectronic data 
atorage and retrieval waa uaed in thia ayataai. 

2. The BRIG Junior College Clearing Houae at UCLA waa viaited 
to detemine eervicea available, and to diacuaa poaaible aup- 
port the Reaearch Coordinating Unit could provide. 

BRIC Clearing Houae for Vocational and Technical Bducation 
at Ohio State Univeraity waa alao visited to better coordinate 
their activitiea and thoae of the California Reaearch Coordi- 
nating Unit. 

A. The California State Library and aeveral other State officea 
were contacted in order to obtain aaaiatance in developing a 
atorage and retrir<ral ayaten. 

It vaa detemined that the Reaearch Coordinating Unit would provide a valu- 
aervlce in coordination and diaaenination if a current and conplete 
file of reaearch reporta were available to reaearchera. Such a compilation 
waa aatabliahed to aaaiat reaearchera in avoiding duplication, and to 
provide background for inveatigation of their problem. The Reaearch 
Coordinating Unit newaletter, correapondence and peraonal contacta were 
employed to acquire a permanent file of hard copy reaearch materials. 

The retrieval system adopted waa the key-word card file. Since January 1963, 
this system has been used by the American Society of Civil Bngineera. The 
announcement and a deacription of the system were found in the August 1962 
Civil Bngineering magazine, pages 42«43. 

addition to the key-word (pertaining to the subject of the report) card 

file, an author file and a location file were aet up on the hard conv 
material. ^ 

Copies of the hard copy material are made available to vocational educators 
and researchers throughout the State on a loan basis. Announcements of 
available material and abstracts of aome studies are reported in the Unit's 
newsletter (Occupational Research Mews). 

The number of items requested on a loan basis has been growing since the 
inception of the Research Coordinating Unit. During the first year of 
operation, the RCU loaned 350 reports upon request. Currently, an averaga 
of 50 reports are mailed out on loan each month. The Unit has also mailed 
cut approximately 450 miscellaneous items, such as abstracts of research 
reports. Xerox copies of reports. 
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The' "Oeeupational Rettarch Nava/' a biaonthly navalattar, ia alao a 
■aaaa by ahieh tha Reaaarcb Cooi^inatiiig Unit diaaaainataa raaaarch infor- 
■ation. Fiva iaauaa, a total of approxlaataly 5000 copiaa, vara diatributad 
during tha firat yaar of operation. Tha currant navralattar circulation ia 
1200 copiaa to aMabara of tha State Board of Education, heada of education 
dapartaanta, county auparintandanta of achoola, county vocational education 
diractora moA coordinatora, private inatitutiona and State Dapartaent Voca- 
tional Education paraonnal. 

Tha Raaaarch Coordinating Unit haa eatabliahad a file of aicroficha pertain- 
ing to vocational education. Tha aaai-aumthly iaauaa of TAB (Technical 
Abatract Bulletin) of tha DDC (Dafanaa DocuMntation Center) and tha aionthly 
catalog Raaaarch in Education are reviewed aa each iaaua arrivaa and all 
■icroficha pertaining to vocational education are obtained and added to the 
Unit 'a nicrofiche file. The Unit periodically preparea an index of nicro- 
fiche on file. Thia index ia a croaa referenced aid>Ject index derived 
froai the ERIC publication. Two iaauea of thia index were prepared during 
the report period, four hundred copiea of the index were diatributed 
throughout the State. 

A repreaentative review of recent reaearch waa conducted and aba tract a 
were prepared for publication in aeveral "Reaearch SuncMriaa." Three 
"SuBBari^a" were diatributed during the period being reported. There were 
475 copiea dlaburaed of the Suamary "Vocational Education for Peraona with 
Spacial lieeday" 400 copiea of "Vocational Choica and Job Satiafaction," 
and 800 copiea of "Trade Induatrial and Tachnical Education." Other 
"SuBBariea" prepared during the report period, but not yet diatributed, 
were: "Evaluation in Vocational Education^" "Agriculture Education*/' 

"Honanaking Education/' and "Buaineaa Education." 

C. To aponaor inaervice training in reaearch aBthoda and deaign. 

The inaervice training of vocational educatora in reaearch waa conducted 
by both fomal and infomal methoda. 

The fomal progran conaiated of a week-long reaearch deaign workahop in 
October, and a aeriea of aesiiiara throughout the State in January. 

Twenty-five peraona with reaponaibililtiea in vocational education were 
invited to attend the deaign workahop, which enphaaiaed aurvey reaearch 
techniquea and experiaBntal deaign. Dr. Williac Micholla of the Survey 
Reaearch Center at the Univeraity of California, in Berkeley, conducted 
the aeaaiona on aurvey reaearch, and Dr. Antionette Ryan of Oregon 
State Univeraity led the oBetinga concerned with experinental deaign. 

Many of the particlpanta are, at preaent, conducting reaearch projecta 
in their ovm school districts. 

Tha aminara were held at Loa Angelea, Sacranento and Oakland and were 
for the purpoae of acquainting achool paraonnal with educational reaearch 
prograna in the State. The function of the Reaearch Coordinating Unit, 
tha Regional Laboratoriea (Par Waat and Southweat Regional Educational 
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RttMteh Laboratories) and tha Division of Adult and Vocational Rasaarch 
of tha U.S. Off lea of Iducation vara discussad. Approriaataly 150 paopla 
attandad tha sasinars. 

Tha Rasaarch Coordinating Unit also arranged a dsaonstration for taaehar 
aducators in vocational education at tha Stanford Rasaarch and Davalopaant 
Canter. Teacher aducators in Industrial Agriculture, Hoae Bconosiics and 
Business Iducation observed tha siicro- teaching rasaarch project. 

Throughout the year, inforval insarvica training has bean conducted on a 
parson- to- person basis vith individuals frosi local districts, institutions 
of higher education and the State Departaent of Iducation. Huch of tha 
individual training has bean perfonad in relation to their specific 
research problesa. 

D. Act as a liaison batveen agencies and organisations interested 
in research in vocational education. 

A major aspect of coordination is that of bringing together persons and 
groups vith sisdlar problems so that they can work tovard a common solution. 
The Advisory Council has bean a key influence in affecting this coordination. 
The individual msmbers of the Council have bean very helpful as resource 
persons for the activities of tha Unit. The Advisory Council vas organised 
in the fall and has held one meeting during the year. A number of the 
individual members have been of assistance during the year in areas that 
they represent. 

In the initial meeting of the Council, the folloving recommendations vere 

made: 



1) That activity of the RCU be reduced in the seeking-out of 
vocational rasaarch. The major thrust of the Unit should be 
in stimulation and coordination of research in occupational 
education. 

2) Ttot a request to the Bureau of Research, clearly indicating 
the rationale and need for list of research projects, vhich 
have been proposed, funded and completed, be compiled by the 
United States Office of Education. The Committee felt that 
the Bureau of P^csearch should send the RCU a copy of each 
proposal from California as soon as it is received in 
Washington.

DISCUSSION 



The priaary objactivt of tho Coordinating Unit for Occupational Research 
in California wee coordination of reaearch activitiea related to voca- 
tional education. During the firat year of operation, the activitiea 
centered around providing consulting help to persons designing research 
progrsM, stimulating capable researchers to work in vocational education 
and disseainating research findings. The groundwork has been laid for a 
program which will continue to strengthen vocational education in California 
through the coordination of research activities. The Unit should now be 
better able to provide information to thost who have decision-making 
responsibilities in vocational education. 

It is not the function of the Research Coordinating Unit to conduct 
research activities, but to encourage persons with research abilities to 
concentrate their efforts on the problssM related to vocational and tech- 
nical education. The Unit should also continue to up-grade persons In 
vocational education to better understand educational research. 

It is very important that action research be a continuing part of progrsms 
in vocational education. Every available effort should be sMde to determine 
the most advantageous and efficient methods of conducting educational pro- 
grams. The Research Coordinating Unit has encouraged the use of local 
funds in action research programs, and has emphasised that in every 
instructional program, action research should be included. 
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COMCUISIOMS AMD IMPLICATIOMS 



The •■tablitbarat of a coordinating unit for occupational raaaarch haa 
daralopad an awaranaaa anong vocational aducatora, on both tha Stata 
and local laval, of tha rola that raaaarch can plej in halping to pro- 
vida anavara to problaaa that ariaa in vocational education. Aftar tha 
firat yn of operation, tha baaic groundwork haa bean aat for tha intar- 
gration of raaaarch Into the State 'a progran of vocational education. 

Tha paraonnal of tha Vocational Education Section of the Stata Dapartaant 
of Education hava bacoaa incraaaingly intaraatad in uaing raaaarch in thair 
work. Houavar, there naada to be an aaphaaia on graatar cooperation be- 
tween the vocational educational personnel and the Research Coordinating Unit. 
Tha ECU could be of nora aaaiatanca in halping tha buraaua plan and davalop 
thair raaaarch and denonatration prograwa. Thera naada to be an incraaaad 
awaranaaa that a najor raaponaibility of tha Raaaarch Unit ia that of aiding 
in tha daaign and planning of raaaarch prograaui conducted under tha Director 
of tha Vocational Education Section of tha Stata Department of Education. 

Thara haa bean an axcallant working ralationahip batwaan tha Unit and local 
educational aganciaa. Adminiatratora of vocational education ar<^ continually 
contacting tha Raaaarch Coordinating Unit for aaaiatanc* daaigning thair 
raaaarch and innovativa type projecta. 

A good working ralationahip haa baan aatabliahad batwaan tha Raaaarch Coor- 
dinating Unit, inatitutiona of highar education and private raaaarch organ- 
iaationa in the State* Inprovamant of tha ralationahip ahould be emphaaisad 
in order for tha Unit to batter aarva thaaa groupa. 

Contact haa baan made and a baaia for further cooperation aatabliahad with 
tha educational raaaarch and development cantara and tha regional raaaarch 
laboratoriaa in California. Tha Raaaarch Coordinating Unit haa relied upon 
thaaa organisationa for aaaiatanca in tha coordination of activitiea and 
ahould continue to hava cloaar cooperation in tha future. 

Tha diaaamination function haa developed at a very rapid rata. A library 
ia being developed from local raaaarch matariala and national raaaarch 
matariala obtained through tha Educational Raaaarch Information Center 
end tha Dafanaa Oocvmentation Canter. A graatar effort naada to be made 
£o acquaint paraona in California with information that ia available. 

Tha Raaaarch Coordinating Unit ahould alao cooperate with groupa in tha 
Stata Department of Education. that hava aimilar aforaga retrieval problema 
to davalop an infotmation retrieval ayatem. 

Tha firat year of operation haa baan the initiation of tha Raaaarch Coor- 
dinating Unit and the defining of ita rola. The Unit ia now ready to be 
of graatar aarvica to vocational education in the Stata of California 
by further atimulation of raaaarch and by acting aa an agency by meana 
of which raaaarch findinga can be Implemented. Bfforta ahould now be 
directed toward identifying raaaarch prioritiaa and tha aatabliahment 
of a Statewide plan for raaaarch in vocational education. 
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SIMIARY 



Tht Cftlifoniia Research Coordinating Unit ia a facilitating agent for 
the Vocational Education Section of the California State Departaent of 
Education. 

The aajor activities for the firat year of operation have been concerned 
with atianilating occupational education reaearch projects within local 
school diatricta, Junior colleges, State colleges, universities and 
private organisations. Consultative services have been provided to both 
private research organisations and public educational agencies. The 
coordination of occupational research was effected through participation 
in pertinent conferences, scsiinars involving vocational educators and 
personal contacts with the existent research leadership. 

Dissnsination of research and research related infonsation was devel- 
oped as a process that included cowpilation, storage and retrieval of 
data. The purposes of dissesiination and the developwent of a research 
consciousness ssiong associates in vocational education were furthered 
by weans of scainars, correspondence and a bi-monthly newsletter. A 
library of research findings in vocational education has been established, 
which includes both original hard copy materials and microfiche. The 
microfiche are obtained from the Educational Research Information Center 
and the Defense Documentation Center. The material from this library is 
available on a loan basis to interested persons throughout California. 

The staff of the RCU participated in a number of State and national 
conferences during the year in both vocational education and educational 
research. 

The inservice training phases of the program included workshops and 
seminars conducted by the Unit to upgrade vocational education personnel 
in educational research. A large amount of inservice education was pro- 
vided different individuals, as staff members aided them in designing 
research projects. 

The initiatory program of the California Research Coordinating Unit has 
generated the followings projections: selection of priorities to focus 

both research and demonstration, continuation and expansion of present 
retrieval system and increased cooperation between the Unit's staff and 
others in the Vocational Education Section. 

At the completion of the first phase of the operation of the California 
Research Coordinating Unit, it is planned for it to continue as a part 
of the Vocational Education Section of the State Department of Education. 

A project has been approved to support fifty percent of its operation 
from the Bureau of Research of the U. S. Office of Education. The remain- 
ing fifty percent will come from federal vocational education and State 
funds. The present contract extends until December 31, 1968. It is 
anticipated the Unit will be continued after that time.

Research Coordinating Unit were to provide coordination, dissemination, consultation and 



stimulation of research related to vocational education. 

Ttie unit is located in The State Department of Education and is directly responsible 
to the State Director of Vocational Education. The unit's coordinator is a member of the 
..vocational education administrative staff and has direct contact with the subject matter 
‘bureau chiefs and regional coordinators. 

Staff members of the unit have worked directly with colleges and universities, local 
school districts, and private research organizations in developing research projects related 
to vocational education. Encouragement was given to conduct research having both local and 
national significance. The majority of projects conducted during the past year were finance 
from local or state funds. 

In-service meetings, seminars and a workshop were held to up-grade vocational educators 
and others in the State in research design. 

An advisory council for the unit was organized to provide assistance in keeping in 
touch with problem areas and to establish priorities for occupational research. 

As a dissemination role, the unit has maintained a hard copy file of available research 
reports as well as Educational Research Information Center and Defense Documentation Center 
microfiche and has made them available, on a loan basis, to Interested persons in the State 
Also as a dissemination function, the unit published a bi-monthly newsletter and several 
research summaries. 
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
